Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  196? 0 

The  birth  rate,  at  l602,  is  higher  than  that  for  1966.  May  I  remind 
you  that  when  you  compare  the  total  number  of  births,  or  any  other  of  the 
total  statistics  with  last  years ,  you  must  bear  in  mind  the  reduction  in 
the  population  of  the  area  brought  about  by  the  boundary  change  during 
the  year0 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  12o4  as  compared  with  12<>3  in  19660 
The  figure  is  comparable  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  and  the 
Administrative  County.  The  corrected  death  rate  is  lOa2«  The  still-birth 
rate,  at  l0o4,  is  lower  than  last  year  and  represents  a  decrease  of  5o 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  l9o4>  an  increase  on  last  year’s 
actual  deaths  of  5  to  make  a  total  of  13 0  The  majority  of  these  extra 

deaths  were  due  to  congenital  abnormalities,  and  do  not  indicate  a 
deterioration  of  the  child-birth  services  and  careQ 


As  in  past  years,  coronary  artel*-^  disease  is  bhe  of  the  major  causes 
of  death  o  c  'This  is  not  ..only ;  it  rue.  jdf  tireeWortley  Distriptj.lbht  Lis  ,al®dL 
true1  in  most  of  the  western  icoimtaferasswb&oh&wer ©ached dth&essme  degree 
of  civilization  as  ourselvesc  There  is  as  "yet  no  clear  indication  as  to 
why  this  particular  disease  is  so  prevalento  It  is  inevitable  as 
people  grow  old  that  they  must  die  of  something0  The  reason  that 
so  much  attention  is  focused  on  coronary  disease  is  that  it  so  very 
often  kills  relatively  young  men0  You  will  notice  that  the  total  deaths 
due  to  vascular  disease  of  the  nervous  system  is  also  high0  The  condition 
is  commonly  referred  to  as  a  ’’stroke” ,  and  is  far  and  away  commonest  in 
the  elderly0  As  more  and  more  people  live  to  a  greater  age,  so  it  is 
likely  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  particular  cause  will  increase .  There 
are  15  deaths  shown  under  the  heading  of  ’’All  other  accidents” .  Of  that 
15,  7  occurred  in  elderly  people  after  falls,  either  in  their  own  homes 
or  elsewhere o  In  some  of  these  instances  the  people  involved  were  really 
very  old,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  so  improve  home  safety  as  to 
completely  prevent  frail,  elderly  people  from  falling.  However,  in  the 
number  of  known  deaths  due  to  home  accidents,  two  groups,  the  elderly  and 
the  very  young,  figure  very  largely  and  we  must  continue  to  concentrate 
on  house  design  for  the  elderly  and  education  of  mothers  with  young  families 0 
As  I  have  previously  said,  a  great  many  people  are  involved,  rather  indirectly 
in  home  safety o  The  voluntary  Home  Safety  Committees  in  the  area  contribute 
directly  to  home  safety  and  help  considerably  in  the  distribution  of 
information  in  connection  with  these  dangers,  providing  a  very  useful  service 
to  support  the  existing  official  sourceso 
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The  general  picture  for  inf  actions.  -dLsaasas.  within.  ..the  Wortley  Rural 
District  is  very  similar  to  the  picture  for  the  country  as  a  whole.,  and  for 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  County 0  *  As  you  will  no  doubt  know*  Measles 

immunisation  nasnow  begun  in  19&8,  and  I  am  sure  we  can  look  forward  to  a 
decrease  in  the  notification  of  Measles  in  future  years ,  particularly  when 
every  child  has.  had  the  opportunity  to  be  immunisedo 

Some  time  ago  the  Wortley  Rural  District  Council  agreed  that  they 
were  in  favour  of  fluoridation  of  their  water.,  in  order  to  improve  the 
dental  condition  of  the  children  in  the  area0  I  believe  that  within 
the  area  of  the  Sheffield  Water  Undertaking  the  vast  majority  of  the 
population  have,  through  their  representatives,  agreed  to  fluoridation0 
There  is  a  minority  who  have  not  yet  agreedo  Those  areas  who  do  not 
wish  fluoridation  are  obviously  perfectly  entitled  to  their  point  of 
view,  but  it  is  most  unfortunate  that  the  water  supply  system  seems  to 
be  such  that,  it  has  to  be  done  on  all  or  none  basis 0 

I  am  pleased  that  the  Council  still  have  smoke  control  very  much 
in  their  minds  when  they  consider  what  advances  are  to  be  made  with  the 
f i nance  s  available  0 

-  Mr0  Vickers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  his  staff  are 
still  making  strenuous  efforts  to  raise  the  standards  of  food  hygiene0 
It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  vast  majority  o.f..„ the  faod., trade  inave  .the. 
same  wish  as  we  have,  and  a  great  deal  of.  .the  effort  .is.,.. in  the  form  of 
advice  and  help  *  The  health  visiting  staff,  both  in  the  schools  and  in 
homes,  also  advise  the  public  on  food  hygien@0  Many  of  the  advances  that 
have  been  made  in  this  direction  have  been  due  to  material  improvements, 
i06o  better  materials  for  working  surfaces,  and  the  surfaces  themselves 
better  constructed^  These  material  advances,,  however,,  will  be  of  no 
avail  unless  all  food  handlers,  including  housewives,  wash  their  hands 
carefully  before  dealing  with  foodstuffso 

Mr0  Vickers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  again  provided 
the  whole  of  that  part  of  the  report  which  deals  with  the  sanitary 
circumstances o  The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  was  12,738 
at  the  end  of  1967  o  The  number  on  a  mains  water  supply  was  12,435, 
a  percentage  of  97$ 0  This  percentage  is  1%  lower  than  in  last  year8  s 
figures,  which,  is  explained  by  the  transfer  of  a  large  group  of  houses, 
all  of  which  were  on  a  mains  supply,  to  the  City  of  Sheffieldo  The 
remaining  3$  have  their  own  private  provision  for  water  supply 0  The 
quality  of  these  private  supplies  is  very  variable  and,  when  asked, 

Mr0  Vickers  and  his  staff  are  always  willing  to  give  advice' on  how  best  to 
bring  the  water  to  the  highest  standard  possible 0 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  the  Wharncliffe  Estates  Company  water 
supply  remained,  unsatisfactory,  and  the  recommended  procedure  for  boiling 
of  water  to  be  used  as  drinking  water,  or  for  culinary  purposes,  was 
continuedo  *  At  the  time  of  writing  this  introduction,  Barnsley  have  taken 
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over  the  supply  and  considerable  work  has  been  put  into  improving  the  position 
At  the  moment  the  whole  of  Tanker sley  and  Pilley  are  on  Barnsley  mains 
supply ^  and  modernisation  and  improvement  of  the  original  Itfharncliff e 
Estates  treatment  plant  is  well  under  wa y0 

Of  the  total  of  12*738  houses*  11*652  were  connected  to  a  water  carriage 
sewage  system0  1*086  houses  not  connected  to  sewers  drain  to  cesspools* 
septic  tank  and  filter  installations*  and  in  some  cases  to  simple  soakawayso 
We  all  look  forward  to  the  day  when  all  the  sewage  disposal  for  the  whole 
area  is  by  modern  water  carriage  system*  however  it  is  perfectly  possible 
to  so  conduct  these  other  systems  as  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygiene . 

Mr0  Vickers  and  his  staff  are  available  to  advise  anyone  who  is  unsure 
of  the  modus  operandio 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  the  further  extension  of  the  paper 
sack  system  to  Chapeltown  and  part  of  Ecclesfieldo  Although  there  are 
minor  complaints  about  the  new  system*  I  think  the  overall  advantages  far 
outweigh  these  and  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when  the  financial  situation 
will  permit  us  to  go  ahead  and  deal  with  the  whale  area  in  this  way0 

During  IV 67  the  Council  were  very  active  in  slum  clearance  *  with  the 
result  that  191  dwellings  were  represented*  bringing  the  slum  clearance 
programme  slightly  ahead  of  schedule 0 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  two  smoke  control  orders  became  operative 
during  1967*  namely  the  Middlewood  and  Wadsley  Smoke  Control  Order*  and 
the  High  Green  lAngram  Bank}  Smoke  Control  Order 0  There  is  no  doubt 
that  smoke  control  will  contribute  considerably  to  health,  as  well  as  in 
other  ways*  in  the  coming  years^ 

During  the  year  visits  were  made  to  seven  farms  in  connection  with 
brucella  abortus  investigations „  As  in  the  past*  the  farmers  and  their 
advisors  were  just  as  anxious  as  we  were  to  clear  the  problem  up*  and 
in  no  case  was  there  any  marked  delay 0 

I  would  like  to  mention  here  that*  at  the  time  of  writing*  there  is 
one  major  Health  Centre  nearing  completion*  one  other  Health  Centre 
planned*  and  a  clinic  at  the  stage  of  negotiation  for  lando  In  all  three 
instances  the  Council  have  been  of  considerable  help  by  making  land  available . 

•  In  conclusion*  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the  yearQ  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  of  the  Wortley  Rural  District 
*  Council  for  their  co-operation0  In  particular*  I  would  like  to  offer 
my  thanks  to  Mr0  Vickers  and  his  staff*  and  also  to  Mr0  Kelly*  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council*  for  their  friendly  support  and  advice 0

This  is  a  decrease  owing  to  the  boundary  change,  The  total, 
of  course,  includes  the  population  of  patients  and  staff  in  the  Middlewood 
Mental  Hospital,  and  staff  at  the  Wharncliffe  Hospital,  which  is 
estimated  at  1,893*  The  net  population  of  the  district  would  thus 
be  3 5, 8 57 o

There  were  669  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  1967, 

Of  these  336  were  males  and  333  females.  The  number  is  99  less  than  the 
figure  for  1966.  There  were  33  illegitimate  births,  18  males  and  15 
females. 

During  the  year  there  were  7  still-births,  4  males  and  3  females. 
This  was  5  less  than  in  19660

During  1967,  514  deaths,  270  males  and  244  females,  were  attributed 
to  the  district,  123  less  than  for  the  year  1966,

19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  25  less  than 
last  year.  The  distribution  was  as  follows

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They  occurred  12  in  the  first  quarter,  3  in  the  second,  1  in  the  third 
and  3  in  the  fourth. 

The  attack  rate,  as  you  will  see,  is  much  the  same  as  England  and 
Wales  and  lower  than  the  figure  for  the  Administrative  County.  As  in 
the  past  years  the  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  early  years  of 
school  life,  during  which  period  children  transmit  these  droplet  infections 
so  readily  in  the  classroom. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1967.  In  January  of  this 
year  Division  22,  of  which  Wortley  Rural  District  Council  forms  a  part, 
and  another  Division  within  the  County  area  began  a  pilot  scheme  involving 
the  use  of  the  computer  at  County  Hall  for  the  record  keeping  of  immunisation. 
The  main  purpose  of  this  exercise  was  to  be  able  to  discover  quickly  and 
easily  which  children  had  failed  to  keep  their  appointments  for  immunisation, 
and  to  issue  through  the  computer  multiple  reminders  to  their  parents  until 
either  it  was  clear  that  the  parents  did  not  wish  immunisation  for  their 
children,  or  until  the  programme  had  been  completed.  One  result  of  using 
the  computer  in  this  way  is  that  we  are  no  longer  able  to  provide  statistics 
district  by  district,  but  can  provide  them  for  the  Division  as  a  whole, 
and  below  are  given  the  divisional  figures.  We  have  also,  by  simple  addition, 
produced  the  divisional  figures  for  the  year  1966.  It  is  clear  at  once  that 
the  figures  in  1967  show  a  marked  increase  on  those  for  the  previous  year.

Of  the  126  cases  which  were  notified,  76  were  known  to  have  been 
immunised.  In  spite  of  this  figure  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  vast 
majority  of  all  the  children  who  contact  Whooping  Cough  when  they  have 
been  immunised  suffer  the  disease  to  a  relatively  mild  degree.  In  the 
Division  1,301  children  were  immunised  during  1967,  compared  with  1,143 
during  1966,  Once  again  divisional  figures  have  been  given  for 
Immunisation  because  of  the  use  of  the  computer, 

MEASLES , 

In  1967,  374  cases  were  notified,  224  in  the  first  quarter,  104 
in  the  second  quarter,  43  in  the  third  quarter  and  3  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
This  is  a  decrease  over  the  number  of  500  for  1966,  The  attack  rate 
for  the  district  was  9o04,  greater  than  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative 
County  and  slightly  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  Once  again  the 
biggest  single  group  was  in  the  age  range  5  to  10  years.  This,  as  always, 

Is  because  of  the  close  contact  children  have  with  each  other  in  the 
school  situation o  It  is  likely  that  there  will  be  a  decision  on  Measles 
Immunisation  in  the  near  future.  One  can  expect  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  severity  of  the  disease  if  and  when  immunisation  is  carried  out, 

POLIOMYELITIS , 


There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  year  for 
your  district.  You  will  notice  from  the  table  on  page  15  that  there  were 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  for  England  and  Wales  or  for  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  County,  There  can  be  very  little  doubt  that 
this  is  due  to  th6  vaccination  programme.  Like  all  other  vaccination 
programmes,  once  begun  it  is  imperative  that  it  continue,  I  feel  that 
the  computer  method  of  recording  Immunisation  will  be  of  assistance  in 
maintaining  a  high  degree  of  vaccination,  because  it  issues  individual 
invitations  to  each  child  known  to  reside  within  the  area.  Below  is  given 
a  table  showirg  'he  immunisation  figures  for  the  Division  as  a  whole.

SMALLPOX. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified  in  the  area  in  1967.  A 
total  of  5 S3  persons  within  the  divisional  area  received  primary  vaccination, 
compared  with  547  during  19660  As  I  have  said  on  previous  occasions, 
primary  vaccination  carries  very  slight  risk  with  it;  unfortunately, 
the  risk  increases  with  age.  It  is  known  that  the  least  possible  risk 
is  incurred  between  the  ages  *of  1  and  2  years,  therefore  it  is  immediately 
clear  that  the  proper  time  to  have  the  procedure  carried  out  is  in  the  second 
year  of  life.  Revaccination  does  not  carry  the  risks  associated  with 
primary  vaccination. 

DISEASES OF  THE  ALIMENTARY  TRACT  - 

There  were  5  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  1967,  all  of 
which  occurred  in  Middlewood  Hospital.  The  organism  involved  was  one  of 
the  salmonella  group.  We  were  unable,  after  close  investigation  within 
the  hospital,  to  discover  the  source  of  infection.  There  were  8  cases  of 
Dysentery,  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year  when  7  cases  were 
notified. 
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I  am  confident  that  we  are  making  slow  but  steady  progress  in  the  field 
of  food  hygiene,  and  hope  that  the  day  will  not  be  far  off  when  these  infectious 
diseases  of  the  bowel  are  greatly  reduced .  Personal  cleanliness  in  all  those 
handling  food,  which  means  every  member  of  the  public  and  not  just  shop 
assistants,  will  go  a  long  way  to  achieving  this  endo 

TUBERCULOSIS o 


During  1967  there  were  8  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  a  decrease  of 
7  compared  with  1966 0  Six  of  these  were  patients  with  tuberculosis  of  the 
lung  and  2  had  the  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  body0  Apart  from  those  above, 
3  were  placed  on  the  register  having  been  transferred  into  the  district  from 
other  areas $  2  of  these  were  transferred  from  Sheffield  and  1  from  Rotherham « 
During  the  same  period  27  cases  were  taken  off  our  register,  14  of  which  were 
cured 0  Of  the  remaining  13,  7  were  transferred  to  other  districts  and  the 
remainder  diedo  In  addition  to  those  we  had  59  cases  removed  from  our  register 
because  of  the  boundary  change  during  the  yearc 

The  hard  work  of  the  hospital  staff  and  our  own,  in  following  up  contacts 
of  the  known  disease  and  examining  them  for  earily  detection  of  secondary 
disease,  has  continued.,  The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continues,  whenever 
possible,  to  visit  the  area,  but  no  member  of  the  public  need  wait  for  such 
an  occasion  to  arrive  because  the  Mass  Radiography  Centre  in  the  city  is 
permanently  available .

The  table  below  shows  that  once  again  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 
was  offered  to  the  schoolchildren  during  their  first  year  in  the  Secondary 
School o  A  simple  skin  test  carried  out  beforehand  shows  whether  the  child 
requires  to  be  vaccinated ,  The  vaccination  itself  causes  very  little  trouble* 
and  we  usually  have  a  high  rate  of  acceptance o  The  figures  in  the  table 
below  are  difficult  to  compare  with  those  of  last  year*  since  during  the  year 
Yew  Lane  Secondary  Modern  School  and  Colley  Secondary  Modern  School  passed 
over  into  the  control  of  Sheffield  City,

CHIROPODY  SERVICE o 

In  1967  we  employed  six  qualified  Chiropodists*  who  treated  732  patients 
in  the  Direct  Service  Clinics;  this  involved  3*337  treatments.  Of  this 
number  719  were  pensioners  and  13  were  partially  handicapped,  273  patients 
were  treated  by  domiciliary  visits,  256  of  them  qualifying  by  reason  of  age 
and  17  handicapped  persons  -  in  all  942  treatments. 

As  I  have  said  in  past  years,  I  consider  that  this  service  is  of  value, 
taken  in  conjunction  with  all  the  other  supporting  services  for  the  handicapped 
and  the  elderly.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the 
number  of  requests  for  domiciliary  treatment.  Although  one  recognises  that 
more  and  more  people  are  surviving  to  a  greater  age  and  that  the  need  for 
domiciliary  treatment  may  well  increase,  nevertheless  it  has  to  be  appreciated 
that  only  those  who  are  quite  incapable  of  reaching  the  clinic  should  qualify.

HEALTH  EDUCATION . 

CLINICS o 

The  Health  Visitors  have  carried  out  general  health  education  in  most 
clinics,  to  individuals  and  to  small  groups  of  mothers.  Some  clinic  premises 
are  small  but  nevertheless,  with  satisfactory  displays  of  posters,  some 
excellent  teaching  has  resulted.  Group  discussions  have  included  home  safety 
personal  hygiene,  including  care  of  the  hair,  teeth,  skin,  feet  and  diet, 
covering  all  age  groups.  All  the  staff  of  my  department  -  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Nurses  and  medical  staff  are  naturally  involved  in  a  certain 
degree  of  health  education  on  almost  every  visit  that  they  make,  and  one 
must  not  underestimate  this  daily  exercise  and  concentrate  only  on  the  groups 
and  specific  meetings. 

MOTHERCRAFT  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES. 

Three  such  classes  are  held  within  the  area  -  Grenoside,  Chapeltown  and 
Ecclesfield.  Midwives  carry  out  the  instruction  of  relaxation  exercises  and 
give  talks  to  the  expectant  mothers.  The  Health  Visitors  also  visit  these 
meetings  to  talk  to  the  mothers  about  vaccination,  immunisation  and  general 
baby  care. 


SCHOOLS • 


With  the  transfer  of  Yew  Lane  Secondary  School  and  Colley  Secondary 
School  to  Sheffield,  the  school  health  education  programme  this  year  was 
considerably  curtailed •  There  was  no  specific  health  education  carried 
out  at  Ecclesfield  Grammar  School  because  of  the  change-over  during  the 
year  to  the  comprehensive  school » 

HOME  SAFETY . 

Of  the  three  home  safety  committees  in  the  area  only  Tankersley  and 
Grenoside  were  fully  active  due  to  the  unfortunate  illnesses  m  tne  committee 
of  the  Chapeltown  and  High  Green  area..  However,  the  two  committees 
continued  their  good  start-  Although  small  in  numbers  they  have  good 
secretaries  and  did  much  to  boost  the  efforts  of  those  already  pursuing 
this  field  of  health  education-  One  would  hope  that  we  will  see  more 
publicity  on  the  mass  media  to  assist  all  our  local  efforts- 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT „  1948,  AND  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1951 > 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  powers  of  the  above  Acts  during  the 

year- 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE . 

The  reorganised  catchment  area,  which  is  now  centred  solely  on 
Middlewood  Hospital,  became  operative  on  2nd  January,  1967-  One  of  the  chief 
advantages  of  the  new  arrangements,  particularly  for  patients  and  their 
relatives,  has  been  the  elimination  of  excessive  travelling  distances  -  an 
outstanding  problem  under  the  former  system- 

The  commencement  of  the  Monday  afternoon  Psychiatric  Clinic  at  the 
Divisional  Health  Office,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  has  brought  multiple 
advantages-  There  is  now  a  much  closer  liaison  between  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrist  for  the  area,  our  own  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and  local  general 
practitioners.  This  strengthened  three-way  link  has  helped  to  improve  the 
quality  of  community  care-  Transport  to  and  from  the  clinic  is  arranged 
where  necessary;  a  number  of  patients  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
these  facilities,  and  of  the  clinic's  informality-  A  total  of  178  patients 
attended  the  40  clinic  sessions  during  the  year- 

Consultant  domiciliary  visits  are  now  more  easily  organised-  Particular 
use  has  been  made  of  these  in  connection  with  the  confused  and  disturbed 
elderly,  a  recurrent  and  growing  problem;  fortunately,  vacancies  were 
invariably  acquired  for  those  requiring  hospitalization-  It  is  heartening 
to  note  that  several  of  these  patients  were  eventually  discharged  home- 
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A  number  of  local  residents  visited  the  High  Green  Training  Centre  and 
Middlewood  Hospital  during  Mental  Health  Week,  which  was  held  between  the  4th 
and  10th  June.  Unfortunately,  these  programmes  rarely  attract  large  numbers 
of  the  public,  and  much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  efforts  to  reduce  the  fear 
and  misapprehension  about  mental  disorders  and  psychiatric  hospitals., 

A  growing  number  of  student  groups  visited  the  area,  in  the  company  of 
Mental  Welfare  Officers,  during  the  year-  These  visits  are  now  an  established 
part  of  the  psychiatric  nurse- training  at  Middlewood  Hospital.,  In  addition  to 
student  health  visitors,  members  of  the  clergy  now  spend  a  day  with  our  mental 
health  staff  to  gain  some  insight  into  psychiatric  problems . 

ADMISSIONS  AND  DISCHARGES  TO  MENTAL  HOSPITALS . 

There  were  S  male  and  19  female  patients  admitted  to  Middlewood  Hospital 
during  the  year,  and  14  patients  were  discharged  (3  male  and  11  female) .  In 
all  14  requested  after-care  (3  male  and  11  female) . 

MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY . 

The  Friday  morning  out-patient  clinic  for  subnormal  patients  commenced  in 
the  Divisional  Health  Office  on  3rd  February,  and  has  proved  invaluable  in 
helping  to  alleviate  parental  anxieties.  A  total  of  52  juveniles  were  seen 
over  the  35  sessions . 

I  am  very  pleased  that  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  two  Consultants 
concerned  and  the  staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  have  been  able  to 
co-operate  to  instate  these  two  Psychiatric  Clinics  in  the  Division. 

Local  hospitals,  namely  Thundercliffe  Grange,  Middlewood  and  Dronfield 
have  been  sympathetic  in  requests  for  short-stay  beds,  thus  enabling  relatives 
to  take  their  holidays  or  a  short  rest.  A  total  of  3  male  patients  were 
admitted  to  Thundercliffe  Grange  for  short-stay  care. 

There  was  a  full  social  calendar  at  the  Training  Centre  throughout  the 
closed  season,  which  was  ably  supported  by  the  Parent/Teachers 1  Association. 

SPECIAL  CARE  UNIT. 

The  continued  use  of  the  rota  system  enabled  a  maximum  number  of  14 
patients  to  attend  the  department  several  times  a  week.

General  Hospitals.  General  Hospitals  in  Sheffield  and  Barnsley  are  those 
used  by  the  people  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District . 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY . 

During  the  year  we  continued  the  service  of  taking  cervical  smears  for 
the  detection  of  early  carcinoma  of  the  cervix.  We  have  continued  the  policy 
of  seeking  those  women  most  at  risk,  i.e.  over  35  years  of  age  with  4  or 
more  children,  but  have  also  taken  in  any  other  married  women  who  were 
anxious  to  have  the  test  carried  out.  We  have  not  sought  to  publicise  this 
very  widely,  but  have  preferred  rather  to  seek  the  cases  through  our  own 
nurses  and  through  the  general  practitioner  service,  since  the  number  of 
smears  available  is  still  limited,  and  this  relative  shortage  of  smear 
facilities  in  the  laboratory  is  the  controlling  factor  in  the  numbers  we  try 
to  encourage  to  the  clinic.  The  number  of  positive  tests  have  been  very 
small  indeed,  but  we  sincerely  hope,  as  a  result  of  having  discovered  these 
positives,  that  the  ladies  concerned  will  enjoy  a  normal  life  span.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE » 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  ambulance  facilities  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  0 

During  the  year  no  difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  staffing,  and 
the  full  complement  of  staff  of  36,  plus  one  Station  Officer,  worked  a 
three-shift  system  from  the  main  operational  depot  at  Hoyland,  with  an 
alternating  shift  at  the  new  Penistone  Depot,  which  was  officially  opened 
during  1966o  There  are  six  vehicles  at  Hoyland  and  three  at  Penistone <> 

The  additional  vehicle  at  Penistone  is  an  ambulance  car. 

Liaison  with  all  hospitals  continues  at  a  high  level,  and  the  Authority 
continues  to  work  most  amicably  with  neighbouring  County  Boroughs » 

Ambulance  calls  from  doctors,  hospitals,  institutions  and  members  of 
the  public,  in  emergencies,  are  received  at  the  Station  Control  Room,  and 
are  competently  dealt  with  by  the  efficient  use  of  a  radio  communication 
system,  ensuring  speed  and  economical  use  of  the  vehicles,  and  at  the  same 
time  reducing  mileage  to  the  minimum „ 

The  majority  of  the  ambulance  personnel  are  competent  to  render  first 
aid,  and  staff  are  encouraged  to  train  and  obtain  current  certificates,  the 
County  Council  giving  monetary  recognition  by  way  of  extra  pay  as  an 
incentive  to  qualification «,

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  are  held  at  the  clinics  as  listed 
overleaf o 

A  comprehensive  programme  of  talks,  with  filmstrips,  sound  films  and 
visual  aids,  is  arranged  to  help  the  expectant  mothers  prepare  for  their 
forthcoming  confinements.  The  mother  to  be  meets  the  Midwife  who  will 
attend  her  confinement,  and  by  this  medium  many  fears  of  the  forthcoming 
labour  are  di spelled o 

The  Health  Visitors  attend  to  discuss  the  prophylaxis  available  for 
the  baby  against  certain  diseases .  These  classes  are  the  medium  whereby 
expectant  mothers  come  to  know  the  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  and  so  a 
stable  and  reliable  relationship  is  formed . 

TODDLERS8  CLINICS . 

Owing  to  a  depletion  in  the  medical  staff,  Toddlers'  Clinics  were 
held  only  in  the  High  Green  Clinic .  The  children,  over  1  year  of  age,  in 
the  Colley  and  Chapeltown  areas  were  invited  to  the  normal  Child  Welfare 
Centres  for  an  annual  check. 

The  Toddlers’  Clinic  was  held,  by  invitation,  in  High  Green  separately 
from  the  ordinary  Baby  Clinic . 

The  Medical  Officer  examining  the  toddlers  refers  any  defect  found  to 
the  child’s  general  practitioner,  in  order  that  any  treatment  required  may 
be  given  before  the  child  enters  school 0 

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS . 

Baby  Clinics  are  held  weekly  in  most  areas .  Individual  advice  on 
social  and  health  problems  is  given  to  the  mothers  who  attend;  the  physical 
and  mental  progress  of  the  baby  discussed .  The  Medical  Officer  is  available 
at  all  static  clinics . 

I  would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary 
Committee,  who  so  willingly  give  their  free  time  to  help  at  the  Baby  Clinics . 
Their  valuable  service  in  the  sale  of  baby  food,  weighing  of  babies  and 
providing  cups  of  tea  is  very  much  appreciated  by  myself  and  my  staff . 

The  Mobile  Clinic  visits  the  Dungworth  and  Ewden  Valley  areas  each 
alternate  Friday;  mornings  at  Dungworth  and  afternoons  at  Ewden  Valley. 

The  services  provided  are  exactly  the  same  as  in  any  static  clinic.  The 
Health  Visitor  attends  each  session,  and  advice  and  help  is  given  to  the 
mothers  attending.  A  Medical  Officer  attends  monthly  to  carry  out 
immunisation  and  vaccination,  and  deal  with  any  special  problems  which  may 
arise.  Prophylaxis  against  certain  diseases  is  available  as  in  other  clinics, 
the  full  programme  of  immunisation  includes  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 

Tetanus  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis.

Sessions  for  patients  residing  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  are  held 
in  the  Wordsworth  Avenue  Clinic  one  half-day  or  full  day,  on  Tuesday,  as 
the  need  arises „  A  list  of  children  requiring  examination  is  supplied  to 
the  Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  who  attends  personally  to  see  those  children „ 
All  but  a  very  few  are  referred  to  him  by  School  Medical  Officers „  During 
1967  there  were  260  attendances,  of  which  83  were  new  cases.  Spectacles 
were  provided  in  81  instances «, 

During  the  year  there  was  some  difficulty  of  staffing  the  clinic 
with  an  Ophthalmologist «  Those  children  we  could  not  see  were  seen  by  the 
local  Opticians  or  the  hospital  clinics „

The  Health  Visitor  is  actively  engaged  in  home  visiting,  giving  advice 
and  help  to  the  families  she  visits  within  their  own  homes 0  She  is  the 
teacher  of  a  positive  attitude  to  good  health,  and  the  prevention  of 
disease o  This  teaching  is  carried  out  daily  in  the  homes  she  visits,  or  by 
group  discussions  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres «  Each  Health  Visitor  carries 
out  deaf  screening  tests  on  all  babies  of  a  few  months  old,  and  so  is  able 
to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  deafness  at  a  very  early  age0  She  also 
undertakes  hygiene  surveys,  eye  testing  and  attends  school  medical 
inspections o  Health  Education  lectures  have  been  carried  out  in  two 
Secondary  Modern  Schools,  and  now  appear  to  be  an  accepted  part  of  the 
school  curriculum o 

Tuberculosis  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor o  Her  duties  also  include  attending  Chest  Clinics  held  in  Barnsley 
and  Sheffield  areas 0  In  addition  she  follows  up  these  cases  attending  the 
Chest  Clinic,  where  active  disease  has  been  discovered . 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  13,093  visits  to  the  homes 
in  the  Wortley  Rural  District o

The  midwifery  situation  during  the  year  remained  fairly  stable. 

Owing  to  the  retirement  of  a  midwife  in  another  part  of  the  divisional 
area,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  County  Council,  the  Colley  Estate 
was  serviced  by  the  Sheffield  midwifery  services  up  to  the  date  of 
take-over. 

The  Midwives  have  carried  out  their  duties  excellently. 

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  were  conducted,  group  discussions 
were  held  and  filmstrips  shown.  Some  films  were  shown  to  illustrate 
the  talks  given.  In  addition,  the  Midwives  attend  Local  Authority 
and  General  Practitioners*  Ante-natal  Clinics. 

The  Midwives  attended  128  confinements.  Cf  these  cases  17  patients 
received  Trilene  Analgesia  and  64  patients  received  Pethidine. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  total  number  of  Domestic  Help  hours  provided  in  the  Wortley 
Rural  District  during  1967  was  74*210.  There  were  95  Domestice  Helps 
employed  in  a  part-time  capacity  and  they  attended,  in  all,  481  cases. 

In  1966  we  had  94  Domestic  Helps  employed,  attending  467  cases.  Of 
the  total  of  481  cases,  333  were  continuing  from  1966;  the  remainder 
were  new  cases  during  the  year.

This  valuable  service  continues  to  expand.  On  looking  at  the  figures 
given  above,  one  must  remember  that  approximately  13,000  of  the  district's 
population  only  received  home  help  service  from  us  only  from  January  to  April. 
For  the  remainder  of  the  year  we  were  therefore  servicing  a  reduced  population * 
The  vast  majority  of  the  work  was  carried  out  for  members  of  the  public  over 
65  years  of  age.  Quite  clearly  one  can  see  that  the  service  must  inevitably 
expand  as  the  total  population  in  this  age  group  increases.  I  feel  sure  that 
the  years  ahead  of  us  will  bring  greatly  increasing  demands  for  community  health 
services. 
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The  population  of  the  Division,  after  deducting  the  Mental  Hospital 
population,  is  91,627.  These  were  the  figures  up  to  April,  1967;  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  the  divisional  population  was  81,080.  During 
1967  a  total  of  139,326  Home  Help  hours  were  provided.  There  were  885 
cases  who  received  help,  and  177  part-time  Home  Helps  were  employed.

MEALS-ON-WHEELS. 


I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Meals-on- Wheels  Service  is  continuing  to 
provide  a  most  useful  addition  to  all  the  other  community  services.  The 
voluntary  staff  who  carry  out  the  delivery  should  be  commended  for  their 
efforts,  time  and  reliability „  This  service,  along  with  an  excellent 
wardens  service  increases  appreciably  the  routine  visiting  of  elderly  people, 
helping  to  bring  problems  to  light  at  an  early  stage.

This  supply  originates  from  impounded  moorland  sources  and  the 
water  is  naturally  soft  and  acid  in  character 0  Clarification, 
filtration  and  sterilisation  processes  are  carried  out  at  the 
waterworks  in  the  course  of  which  the  acidity  is  corrected* 


The  chemical  and  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  supplied 
is  strictly  controlled  by  the  waterworks  laboratory  staff  and 
routine  sampling  is  not  carried  out  by  this  Department 6 


The  supply  is  distributed  in  the  Ecclesfield,  Bradfield  and 
Tanker si ey  Parishes  and  was  serving  9,867  dwellings  at  the  year 
end  representing  79®34$  of  all  houses  on  a  mains  supply. 

2 *  Wortley  RcDsC0ss  Bradfield  Supply* 

The  number  of  houses  on  this  supply  at  the  year  end  was  1,894 
equivalent  to  15 o 23$  of  all  houses  on  mains  supplies. 

The  supply  originates  from  springs  and  boreholes  located  at 
Hall broom©  The  chemical  characteristics  of  the  supply  fluctuate 
according  to  the  volume  of  spring  water  available.  The  spring  water 
is  soft  and  slightly  acid  and  the  borehole  water  is  fairly  hard. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  before  leaving  the  head works. 

The  supply  is  distributed  in  the  Stannington,  Worrall,  Loxley, 
Holdworthp  Dungworth  and  Storrs  parts  of  the  Bradfield  Parish  and 
there  are  storage  tanks  at  Stannington,  Holdworth  and  Worrall. 

Weekly  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  house  taps  at  Stannington  and  Worrall,  97  samples 
being  examined  during  the  year.

Waterworks. 


The  water  supplied  by  the  Wharncliffe  Estates  Company  originates 
from  an  impounding  reservoir  located  near  Wortley  Village.  The 
water  is  typically  soft  and  acid  in  character.  Filtration  and 
chlorination  is  carried  out  at  the  filter  house  before  distribution 
of  the  supply  to  the  villages  of  Wortley,  Howbrook,  Bromley,  Pilley 
and  part  of  Tanker si ey.  The  supply  also  serves  some  of  the 
outlying  parts  of  Tankersley  Parish. 


At  the  year  end,  558  houses  representing  4<>53$  of  all  houses  on 
a  mains  supply  were  connected  to  the  supply. 


There  were  no  protracted  interruptions  in  the  supply  but  the 
bacteriological  quality  remained  inconsistent  and  the  recommend* 
ation  to  boil  the  water  was  reiterated  during  the  year<> 

Weekly  samples  were  taken  from  the  reservoir  and  taps  at 
Wort-ley  and  Pilley  for  bacteriological  examination  and  assessment 
of  acidity  and  free  chlorine© 

Negotiations  for  the  transfer  of  responsibility  for  water  supply 
in  this  part  of  the  district  to  Barnsley  Corporation  were  nearing 
completion  towards  the  year  end  and  were  in  fact  completed  in  May*

Barnsley  Corporation  Waterworks  supply  water  to  82  houses  in 
the  district  located  at  Midhopestones  (l4)s>  Wortley  (8)*  and

The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  the  laboratory  staff 
and  no  samples  were  taken  during  the  year®

General® 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  substantially  re-organised  during 
the  year®

The  first  re-organisation  became  necessary  when  part  of  the 
Ecclesfield  Parish  was  transferred  to  Sheffield  on  the  1st  April.  This 
changeover  was  carried  out  smoothly  primarily  due  to  advance  consultation 
and  preparation  by  both  cleansing  departments  and  no  redundancies  or 
demotions  resulted  so  far  as  employees  of  this  Council  were  concerned. 

The  second  and  more  fundamental  re-organisation  was  carried  out  in 
June  to  coincide  with  the  delivery  of  two  additional  rear-loading 
vehicles©  Collection  rounds  were  completely  re-organised  so  as  to 
provide  for  a  regular  weekly  collection  in  the  built-up  parts  of  the 
district  and  a  fortnightly  collection  elsewhere©  The  fortnightly 
collection  included  the  cleansing  of  privy  middens  which  had  hitherto 
been  dealt  with  on  a  4/6  weekly  rota© 

At  the  year  end,  all  12,738  dwellings  in  the  district  together  with 
s  chools,  hospitals,  moveable  dwellings,  offices,  shops  and  canteens  were 
receiving  a  regular  service©  The  hospitals  dealt  with  included  the 
Wharncliffe  and  Middlewood  establishments  which  have  a  combined  resident 
population  of  l,893o 

The  paper  sack  system  was  further  extended  during  the  year  and 
arrangements  were  completed  for  the  extension  of  the  system  to  the  whole 
of  Chapel  town  (excluding  the  Bath  House  development)  and  part  of 
Ecclesfield  by  the  end  of  the  1966/67  financial  year©  Owing  to  the 
economic  situation  however ,  plans  for  further  extensions  to  cover  the 
whole  of  the  District  by  mid-1970  were  deferred©  The  total  houses  using 
paper  sacks  at  the  year  end  was  2,884« 

The  vehicle  fleet  used  on  the  collection  of  normal  house  refuse  has 
now  been  standardised  on  the  Dennis  Paxit  III A  model©  These  large  capacity 
rear-loading  vehicles  are  equipped  with  double  acting  pressure  plates 
which  effectively  consolidate  the  bulky  type  of  refuse  now  being  produced© 
Side-loading  vehicles  remain  in  use  for  collections  in  the  outlying  parts 
of  the  district  where  conservancy  sanitation  predominates© 

Special  hydraulic  lifting  equipment  is  utilised  to  handle  the  refuse 
storage  containers  in  use  at  the  multi-storey  and  low  rise  development 
at  the  Greenhead  Gardens  site  and  other  containers  at  John  Trickett  House 
and  the  Reema  maisonettes  in  Bnrncross  Road©  Extension  of  the  use  of 
containers  to  other  large  refuse  producing  establishments  in  the  district 
is  envisaged© 

The  vehicles  are  all  garaged  and  maintained  at  the  Cleansing  Depot 
at  Grenoside©  A  mechanic  is  employed  full-time  in  the  well  equipped 
service  and  repairs  workshop© 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping  apart  from  the  waste  paper,  cardboard, 
text. lies  and  metals  which  are  segregated  for  disposal  through  trade 
channels  as  salvage© 

The  day  to  day  operation  of  the  service  is  supervised  by  the 
Cleansing  Foreman© 

Details  of  the  types  of  refuse  storage  receptacles *  sanitary 
conveniences  etc©  in  use  throughout  the  district  at  31st  March,  1967,  and 
31st  December,  1967,  are  set  out  in  the  following  tables© 
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Refuse  Collection, 

The  maximum  number  of  operatives  employed  on  refuse  collection 
during  the  year  was  41°  The  total  had  been  reduced  to  30  at  the  year 
end.  The  figure  includes  the  necessary  reserve  labour  to  maintain  the 
continuity  of  the  service. 

The  reduction  in  labour  requirements  was  due  to  a  combination  of 
the  following  factors. 

(a)  Transfer  of  part  of  the  district  to  Sheffield. 

(b)  Re-organisation  with  the  introduction  of  additional  larger  vehicles, 
and 

(c)  Development  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage. 

The  frequency  of  service  was  improved  to  the  extent  that  the  rota  for 
dealing  with  privy  middens  was  reduced  from  4/6  weekly  to  fortnightly. 

At  the  year  end,  the  paper  sack  system  had  been  extended  to  cover 
2,884  houses  principally  in  the  Chapel town  part  of  the  Ecclesfield  Parish. 
Other  localities  in  which  this  form  of  storage  was  in  limited  use  were 
Ecclesfield,  High  Green,  Thorpe  Hesley,  Oughtibridge  and  Stannington. 
Arrangements  had  been  completed  at  the  year  end  for  full  coverage  of 
Chapeltown  and  extension  into  Ecclesfield  before  the  end  of  the  1967/68 
financial  year  but  apart  from  new  development  further  extension  during 
1968/69  was  suspended  due  to  the  economic  situation. 

The  service  was  well  maintained  even  during  holiday  periods  and 
very  few  complaints  were  received. 

Transport. 

The  number  of  refuse  collection  teams  operating  at  the  year  end  was 
seven.

"Meals  on  Wheels"  service. 
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Two  new  Paxit  IIIA  vehicles  were  brought  into  service  during  the  year 
replacing  three  old  side  loading  vehicles  purchased  in  1950 *  1953 p  and 
1956*  respectively® 

The  fleet  has  now  been  modernised  so  far  as  is  practicable® 
Unfortunately  conservancy  sanitation  exists  in  many  of  the  outlying 
villages  and  the  large  modern  vehicle  is  not  suitable  to  deal  with  pail 
closets  and  privy  midden  refuse®  Until  such  time  as  this  situation  can 
be  resolved*  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  operate  side  loaders  in 
these  areas® 

All  the  vehicles  listed  in  the  above  Table  are  serviced  in  our  own 
Depot  workshop  at  Grenoside  which  is  well  equipped  to  deal  with  all  repairs 
except  specialist  works  such  as  crank  grinding  and  cylinder  boring® 

Refuse  Disposal® 

All  refuse  other  than  that  dealt  with  through  salvage  channels  was

The  refuse  deposited  on  the  sites  Ls  consolidated  and  covered  by  the 
use  of  a  rubber  tyred  mechanical  shovel  (EL  540 )  which  was  brought  into  use 
at  the  beginning  of  1966®  The  machine  has  performed  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  and  has  proved  to  be  reliable  in  operation® 

There  has  been  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  occurrence  of  tip 
fires  during  the  year  due  primarily  to  re-organisation  of  tipping  schedules 
tso  as  to  provide  for  the  covering  of  all  newly  deposited  refuse  before 
the  week-end  break®  A  continuance  of  this  improvement  is  anticipated®

The  larger  type  vehicles  employed  on  the  service  are  equipped  with 
hot  water  and  hand  washing  and  drying  facilities  and  all  vehicles  carry 
a  suitably  stocked  first-aid  box® 


Sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities  are  available  at 
Greno  Crescent  Depot®  Only  a  few  employees  return  to  the  Depot  at 
finishing  time  and  the  provision  of  showers  would  therefore  be  of 
doubtful  value Q 

Protective  clothing  in  the  form  of  plastic  gloves*  overalls  and 
overcoats  is  issued  to  all  personnel  and  gumboots  are  supplied  to 
those  personnel  required  to  work  on  privy  midden  eleaningo

The  nett  cost  of  the  service  for  the  financial  year  ending 
31st  March*  1967*  was  £48* 221 0 

This  figure  is  £1*312,  higher  than  that  for  1966  (£46*909)© 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  1966/67  financial  year 
is  estimated  at  15*750  tons©  This  is  only  a  rough  approximation  and 
costing  figures  based  on  weight  of  refuse  collected  should  therefore 
be  treated  with  re serve 0 

Utilising  a  population  figure  of  51/760  the  number  of  premises 
served  as  16*247*  and  the  income  from  a  penny  rate  as  £6*795?  the 
costing  figures  for  1967  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  together 
with  those  from  1962  onward s0

Thi.s  Act  received  the  Royal.  Assent  on  27th  July9  1967© 

Part  III  of  the  Act  deals  with  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
abandoned  vehicles  and  other  refuse©  Because  of  the  necessity  to 
formulate  arrangements  and  possibly  acquire  land9  the  duties  placed  on 
local  authorities  do  not  become  mandatory  until  27th  July,  1968© 

The  Council  are  required  to  establish  places  where  residents  may 
deposit  refuse^  other  than  business  refuse^  free  of  charge*  It  is 
proposed  to  open  up  a  small  area  at  the  entrance  to  each  of  our  refuse 
disposal  sites  for  this  purpose©  These  areas  will  be  available  to 
residents  at  all  times  and  rubbish  deposited  will  be  removed  by  our 
own  equipment  to  the  normal  tipping  area  for  final  disposal©  Motor 
vehicles  are  included  in  the  term  ^refuse*1  for  this  purpose© 

Local  Authorities  are  given  certain  powers  and  duties  in  relation 
to  the  removal  of  motor  vehicles  abandoned  on  the  highway  or  on  open 
land*  In  prescribed  circumstances  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  safe  custody  of  vehicles  so  removed  and  provision  is  to  be  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  fenced  compound  on  the  Ecclesfield  Refuse  Disposal  Site 
to  meet  this  requirement© 

It  is  also  proposed  to  supplement  the  above  disposal  facilities  by 
arranging  for  collection  of  bulky  household  rubbish  including  motor- 
vehicles  at  nominal  charges©  The  Council  may  also  incur  expenditure  in 
clearing  up  fly- tipped  material  from  the  highway  and  open  land  and 
provision  will  be  made  in  the  1968/69  estimates  for  work  of  this  nature© 

It  is  to  be  a  statutory  offence  to  abandon  a  motor  vehicle^  or 
any  other  rubbish  on  a  highway  or  on  any  land  in  the  open  air  without 
lawful  authority©  Heavy  maximum  penalties  are  prescribed© 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  effect  this  new  legislation  will 
have  on  indiscriminate  littering  of  highways  and  the  countryside©  My 
own  view  is  that  there  will  be  a  substantial  .improvement  in  the  situation 
within  the  next  two  years© 

Salvage  of  Waste© 

A  total  of  158|-  tons  of  material  was  salvaged  during  the  year 
valued  at  £L9463ol6s© 3d©  Comparable  figures  for  1966  were  approximately 
200  tons  valued  at  £L9984«3s©3do 

The  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  district  from  1st  Aprils  196? 9 
must  be  taken  into  account  in  drawing  conclusions  from  this  comparison© 

The  principal  material,  salvaged  was  waste  paper  which  accounted 
for  143i'  tons  equivalent  to  some  2-|-  tons  per  week©  There  has  been  an 
annual  decline  in  waste  paper  production  since  the  peak  year  of  1963 
when  the  amount  sold  was  307  tons©

non-ferrous  metals®

Waste  paper  and  textiles  are  baled  before  sale#  this  operation  being 
carried  out  by  refuse  collection  personnel  in  overtime  at  the  Greno 
Crescent  Depoto  An  electrically  operated  baler  is  used  for  the  purpose0 

The  labour  cost  for  the  year  for  this  work  was  £427® 18s® Od®  and  the 
cost  of  baling  wire#  repairs  etcG  £40® 17s® lid®  making  a  total  of 
£468ol5solldo  equivalent  to  £3o0se3do  per  ton®  The  basic  deduction  for 
bonus  calculation  is  £3  per  tonc 

Bonus  payments  amounting  to  £477  were  made  to  participating  personnel 
in  two  instalments  at  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas®  The  total  amount  paid  to 
each  participant  with  a  full  period  of  service  was  £13  equivalent  to  an 
average  weekly  payment  of  5s® Od® 

The  total  amount  paid  in  baling  wages#  bonus  and  materials  was 
£945ol5solld0  and  the  total  income  £l#463ol6so3do  leaving  a  surplus  of 
£518o0so4do  Wheri  wages  oncosts  and  administration  costs  are  deducted#  the 
nett  surplus  is  reduced  to  approximately  £84o 

Apart  from  the  financial  value  of  a  nett  surplus  on  salvage 
operations  the  scheme  also  serves  to  conserve  tipping  space#  reduce 
litter  at  disposal  points#  return  useful  material  to  industry#  and  provide 
a  small  but  welcome  addition  to  all  participants  earnings®  Unfortunately 
the  number  of  volunteers  baling  operatives  is  small,  and  the  baling  earnings 
are  not  therefore  well  distributed® 

The  salvage  scheme  was  introduced  in  1939  as  a  war-time  measure  and 
the  full  picture  from  1939  to  the  end  of  1967  is  shown  by  the  following 
tables-

During  the  year^  26  formal  notices  were  served  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  7Ss>  Public  Health  Act^  1936$,  as  amended  by  the  Local 
Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act^  1953s>  secure  the  replacement 
of  defective  refuse  receptacles  on  private  proper tie sQ  There  were  no 
appeal, s  against  the  notices* 

Second-hand  bins  withdrawn,  from  Council  properties  as  a  result  of 
the  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  have  been 
re-issued  to  other  Council  properties  or  offered  to  applicants  from 
private  properties  at  a  charge  of  25so0do  With  the  suspension  of  further 
extension  of  the  paper  sack  system  it  is  anticipated  that  the  stock  of 
second  hand  bins  will  shortly  be  exhausted  and  it  will  then  be  necessary 
to  purchase  new  bins  for  issue  to  Council  houses  and  for  sale  to  private 
houses  outside  the  paper  sack  areas0

The  number  of  second-hand  bins  supplied  to  Council  houses  during 
the  year  was  104  and  the  number  sold  to  private  house  owners  151® 

Sheffield  Corporation  Housing  Department  have  supplied  49  bins 
to  their  properties  within  this  district  as  a  result  of  informal 
representations  from  the  Department , 

The  maintenance  and  replacement  of  paper  sack  equipment  on  both 
Council  and  private  property  becomes  the  responsibility  of  the  Council 
as  the  scheme  extends  throughout  the  district, 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS, 

The  number  of  privies  in  use  in  the  district  at  the  year  end  was 
522  and  the  number  of  pail  closets  75o  The  combined  total  at  the  end 
of  1966  was  644® 

During  the  ye ar*  the  number  of  privies  abolished  was  57® 
Improvement  grants  accounted  for  12*  slum  clearance  for  23$>  one  was 
transferred  to  Sheffield*  and  the  remainder  were  converted  to  W,  C08s 
or  chemical  closets  by  voluntary  action® 

There  were  no  conversions  carried  out  by  means  of  contribution 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act*  1936® 

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  use  increased  by  10  as  a  result  of 
some  of  the  above  privy  conversion  works. 

There  are  no  privies  or  pails  in  the  district  which  can  be 
abolished  by  statutory  action  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  until 
sewers  are  provided  in  the  populated  outlying  areas  the  only  progress 
likely  to  be  made  in  the  elimination  of  these  conveniences  is  by  means 
of  improvement  grants  and  slum  clearance®

During  the  year  one  residential  site  at  Grenoside  which  had  limited 
planning  approval  for  16  caravans  was  run  down  and  was  completely  out  of  use 
by  the  year  end* 

Enforcement  action  was  taken  by  the  Planning  Committee  in  several  cases 
where  unauthorised  use  of  land  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  was  reported* 
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Complaints  were  again  received  on  a  number  of  occasions  about  the 
occupation  of  unfenced  land  by  gipsies0  At  Westwood,  the  owners  of  the 
land  had  to  resort  to  threats  of  towing  the  vans  away  by  bulldozer 
before  they  were  removed0  This  action  together  with  subsequent  blocking 
of  access  tracks  by  tipping  has  kept  this  particular  site  free  from 
further  infiltrations  but  other  sites  have  been  located  and  periodic 
visits  continue* 

The  provision  of  special  sites  for  the  country9 s  nomadic  population 
has  been  accepted  by  the  government  as  the  most  satisfactory  solution  to 
the  problem  and  previous  recommendations  on  the  matter  are  likely  to  be 
followed  by  legislation  placing  a  duty  on  County  Councils  to  make 
suitable  provision* 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

During  the  year,  4B9  visits  were  made  to  466  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  for  and  eradication  of  insect  pests*  The  total 
number  of  premises  inspected  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  figure  for 
1966  (444)0 

The  number  of  infestations  found  was  35  which  is  slightly  lower 
than  the  figure  for  1966  (38)0 

A  wide  range  of  insect  pests  was  dealt  with,  e0g0  bedbugs, 
cockroaches,  silverfish,  crickets,  flies,  wasps  and  bees*

The  equipment  at  the  Council  Offices  and  Qughtibridge  School 
represents  the  standard  form  of  air  pollution  recording  apparatus  in 
use  in  this  country  and  national  statistics  are  computed  from  the 
readings  obtained® 

The  pollutants  are  airborne  at  the  time  of  sampling  and  therefore 
represent  fairly  accurately  the  degree  of  pollution  which  is  present 
in  the  air  inspired  by  the  population  of  the  locality0 

The  air  drawn  into  the  apparatus  is  measured  through  a  meter 9  the 
smoke  is  removed  by  a  filter  paper  and  the  sulphur-di-oxide  is  extracted 
as  the  cleaned  air  is  bubbled  through  a  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide® 
The  filter  papers  are  replaced  daily  and  are  classified  each  month  by 
use  of  a  reflectometer  operated  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council o  The 
bottles  containing  hydrogen  peroxide  solution  are  changed  daily  and  are 
titrated  weekly  in  our  own  Department 0 

These  instruments  are  operated  by  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  o 

Recordings  for  both  smoke  and  sulphur-di-oxide  are  expressed  in 
terms  of  microgrammes  of  pollutant  per  cubic  metre  of  air  passing 
through  the  meter®

The  general  position  in-  the  district  regarding  air  pollution  from 
industrial  sources  is  reasonably  satisfactory®  The  major  problems  arise 
from  processes  outside  the  direct  control  of  the  Council,  e®g®  Snithy  Wood 
Coking  Plant  and  brickworks  in  the  Loxley  Valley®  The  total  number  of 
factories  operating  such  processes  and  coming  within  the  control  of  the 
Alkali  inspectorate  is  6  comprising  1  coking  plant,  4  brickworks,  and 
1  steel  furnace*  There  is  scope  for  improvement  in  connection  with 
effluents  from  the  cupolas  in  use  in  iron  foundries  in  the  Chapel town  and 
Ecclesfield  parts  of  the  district 

During  the  year  20  observations  were  carried  out  on  industrial  chimneys 
and  in  two  cases  there  were  slight  excesses  over  the  permitted  periods  of
